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Qu. I. V Hether *tis Lamful to Trade 
with Negroes, dud to Buy 
‘em of one another ? 

Anfw. It’s undoubtedly Lawful to Deal 
and Trafiick with ’em; for how fhould we 
elfe convert em? As for buying em for 
Slaves, how hard foever they work after- 
wards, "tis the greateft Kindne/s we can do 
‘em, fince otherwife they muft either be 
Killed or Eaten, or both, by their barbarous 
conquering Enemy— Befides, it might be a 
meansto fave their Souls as well as Lives, 
were that care taken of ’em that ought 
to be. 

Queft. 2. What's the true meaning of thofe 
Hebrew words which [peak of the Worlds being 
a Chaos,or confufed Mas of I know not what— 
And therefore defire toknow ef you ? 

Anfw. See a foregoing Queftion, V.— 

— Concerning the Creation, and the 
word Barah, where the Chaos, or Tobu- 
vabohu is alfo handled. 

Quett. 3: What 7 a is Englifh ? - 

Anfw. *Tis hard ro fay what ‘tis 5 but “tis 
a fort of a Lingu4-Franca— Indeed a Hodg- 
podg of all Languages; and yet, as the Spa- 
nith Olio’s, it does well enough altogether. 
The Bafis or Ground-work on’t is the old 
Saxon, the fame or little differing from the 
High-Dutch, or Germans ; from whofe Na- 
tion both our Anceftors and their Language 
drew their Original : with this it has a 
{fprinkling of Wei); aconfiderable {tock of 
French; Latin and Greek words innumera- 
ble— not a few Hebrew ; fome Perfian, and 
others of almoft all che Languages of Exrope. 

Quett. 4. Whether a Minifter taking his Text 
out of the Firft of Job, or any orher place where 
the Devil peaks, may properly fay— The word 
of God requires your Attention ? 

Anfw. Why not~as well asa Witnefs 
or.a Judge may repeat the Treafonable words 
of a Malefattor without being Guilty of his 
Treafon ; we have in the Scripture the aétions 
and words of good and bad Men, and good and 
bad Spirits too related,and the Penmen there- 
of all Chriftians belfeve were in/pired, on 
which account all the Bible is properly 
enough call’d the Word of God— and if the 
whole , all rhe parts ofit. Nay, the Devil 
himfelf fpeaks fome Truth , tho’ he gives it 
a wrong Interpretation, Or mingles it with Lies. 
For example in Fob— Doth Job ferve God for 
nonght ? Twas true he did not— but the 
Adverfary hada malicious fence in thefe 
words, flily intimating, that ‘twas only Jn- 
teres which made him. Piow.— tho’ he was 
foon prov'’d a Lyar, and the Deceiver 
himfelf deceiv’d. Nay, fometimes the Devil 
himéelf ufes the very Word of God— as in his 
Temptation of our Saviour, —- “ Tis written 
“he thall give his Angels charge over thee--- 
but tho’ he has abufed thofe words, we hope 


the abufe there does not take away the «#/, 
but a Minijter may make ufe of “em agen af- 
ter hitt,and preach better Doétrine from ‘em. 

Queft. 5. Did Adam fin more than once ? 

Anfw. Yes undoubtedly, for the fir/ft fr 
was produdtive of others both in him and us. 
But we can prove that he did fo by Scripture 
as well as Reafon. He finned once in Eat- 
ing the Fruit; a fecond time in attempr- 
ing to hide himfelf from God, thereby 
queftioning his omniprefence. A third 
time in giving a falfe Caufe fora trae, when 
he toldGod, that he hid himfelf becanfe be 
was naked, whereas the true Caufe was, his 
guilty Confcience accus'd him for his fin : 
in this queftioning the omnifciency of God. 
He {inn‘d a fourth time in excu/ing himfelf in- 
ftead of confeling his fin. “The Woman 
““whom thou gaveft to be with me, fhe 
“gave meof the Tree and I didEat. But 
if che Queftion relates to his fir/t fin, in eat 
ing the forbidden fruit, we fee no reafon at 
all why we fhould think he did it more 
than once: tho’ indeed there is fome proba- 
bility that the Woman repeated her fim. For 
fhe did not only eat her felf, being then ab- 
fent from her Huband, but came unto him, 
“and gave alfo to her Husband with her, 
“and he did eat. 

Queft.6. Why did Lazarus never Laugh,af- 
ter he was raifed from the Dead ? : 

Anfw. Why thould any manask a Reafon 
for matter of Faét, which he has no reafon 
to believe is true ? 

Queft. 7. Had the Empyreal Heaven no 
Beginning ? 

Anfw. The Empyreal Heaven muft be a 
Plate, becaufe there is Sodythere, atleatt 
Chrifts glorious Body. Now all Place 
muft have beginning, becaufe all Body had ; 
again, whatfoever is, and is mot God, once 
was not: unlefs therefore we embrace their 
opinion who hold God himfelf to be, Spa- 
tium immenfum, we mult believe the Empy- 
real Heavens were once Created. And 
what if the Creation of ’em fhould be inti- 
mated in the firft of Gerefis? In thofe words, 
“In the Beginning God created the Heaven 
“ and the Earth, and the Earth was without 
“ Form, &c. the firft verfe feems a fumma- 
ry of all Gods Work, and the Heavens here, 
not the 2d or ‘ft Heaven, (asta us ) bue 
the 3d, that beyond the Heaven of Heavens, 
(which we look upon to be the place of the 
Scars only ) namely che very feat of the blef- 
fed, and what the word is to be cakenin 
that fence , feems at leaft probable to us , 
becaufe the Heeven here may feem not to 
be either the Firmament, or fe, cal- 
led Heaven afterwards, defcrib’d as the 
pare for the Heavenly Bodies, nof mach 
efs the Aerial Heaven: of the later there 
is little queftion, for the former, it is ra 
y 


ly deferibed as made out of the Earth, 
which is divided from the Heaven in the 
“ felt verfe, The Earth was without Form 
ond Void, and Darknefs was upon the 
“Lace of the Deep, The Face of the Wa- 
« rer. And God faid, Let there be a Firma- 
« ment in the midft of the Waters : and God 
“made the Firmament , and calld it Hea- 
“ven. Now this a b , or Firmament, 
is only Water extended or ftretcht abroad, 
being transformed into Air, and therefore 
taken out of the firft Chaos before menti- 
oned, and therefore part of the Earth ; but 
as for the Heaven, it’s only faid, In the 
Beginning God created it, without relum- 
ing or giving any accountof it, or of its 
fohabitants the Angels, the Hiftory where- 
of did not fo much concern us. Wecon- 
fefs if any thal! affirm this Heaven is the fame 
with what is afterward defcribed, and no 
other than the Firmament, we know not 
how to difprove him, nor can he us, both 
of’em being probable Interpretations. 

Queit. 8. Jf Adam had not find, bad he 
and his poRerity been immortal ? 

Anfw. Yes, or elfe to what purpofe had 
the threarning been— In the day chat thou 
eate(t thereof chou fhalt furely dye? If they 
had been to have died {till norwith{tanding 
their obedience. For there not being room 
enough for his Pofterity had he liv’d, — we 
have feveral things to fay, —and firit— 

woud Mr. Barnet’s Hypothefis hold con- 
cerning the .Paradifical Form of the 
Earth before the Flood, viz. thae there was 
at firft no Sea, except what was contain’d 
the Bowels of the Earth,—we fhou’d find at 
leaft {o much more room than now we have. 
But that we can go near todo without it, 
for undoubtedly al! the Earth wascurft for 
Adam’s fin, without which curfe it’s very 
probable it had all been habitable, —and if 
fo, not only the vait regions of defart in 
Africa, but all the hage Northern Tracts 
near the Pole, and the Southern Zerra-/n- 
cognita, — which woud have made room 
for per as many more as we have now 
upon Earth. But there’s no need of this, for 
when they had lived as long as God thought 
fit, perphaps a 1000 years, they might have 
been tranflated to Heaven as Enoch and Els- 
as were. 

Queft. 9. How many Angels fell in the 
Rebellion ? 

Anf. Some think as many as all the 
Ele& upon Earth, who {hall fill up their 
rooms in Heaven, and be like the Angels, 
as the wicked like their companions the 
Devils, — But how many either thofe An- 
gels, or the Eleét of Godare, he only knows, 
who calls all the Scars by their names. 

. 10. What became of the Bodies of 
oe men and women , who perifhed in the De- 
ge? 

Anfw. If the forementioned Gentleman's 
Hyp wou'd but ftand, we could eafi- 
ly difpofe of ’em, for they might all be 
{wallowed p by the burfting afunder of the 
Cortex of the Earth, when the Sea came 


Sut of it, or at leaft when part thereof was 
fuckt in again, — Nay we.can make a fhifr 
without this ingenious fancy, for we are 
fure that theFountains of the great deep were 
broken up, and by the paflages whence 
they came, the bodies might roll down 
into the Bowels of the Earth , to the grear 
abyfs , others might be buried in the Mud , 
or under Hills and Mountains; and what if 
fome of thofe Gigantick Sceletons which 
are certainly humane, and fome of ’em en- 
tire, which have been fo often found in 
fuch kind of places, fhou'd be the remains 
of fome of thefe bodies, —which if granted, 
as we can fee nothing improbable in’t we 
thereby gain a great argument for the .truch 
of the Hiftory of the Flood, over and above 
Tradition and Sacred Writ, both of which 
alfo affure us thae “ there were Giants in 
“ thofe days. That there have been fuch 
Bodies found, and this not very feldom, is * 
too evident to be denied ; and how fhould 
they come there, under fuch Mountains and 
Hi!'s, unlefs by tome fuch Deluge ? Aswe 
find huge Trees buried vaftly deep under 
the Earth, which gor thither in ail proba- 
bility tiie fame way: There are ftill other- 
ways to diuipofe of the bodies of men, Ge. 
who have periflec inthe Deluge, than we 
have aiready take notice of , which unle& 
they were put out of the way, had rhey lain 
unburied upon the Earth, ( as they muft 
have cone, fcr there were {carce enough 
lete alive, to have buried the Inhabirants 
but of one fingle Town) would have by 
their Peftilent and noifom ftench foon have 
difpatchea their furvivors ; one way is, the 
Flood continuing from Woabh’s going into 
the Ark, till he came out again, more chan 
a full year, the Bodies in that time, and 
perhaps much iefs, would break, corrupe 
and be quite diffolved, fo that there would 
be no fign of ’em long before he came abroad 
again. The other is, that they mighe ei- 
ther be driven or left upon America, and 
thofe fo long after undifcovered and unin- 
habited Worlds, or elfe whelm’d into the 
vait Seas that run between them and us, or 
forever funk in the unfathomable depths of 
~ Soe Ocean.
